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SOME  REFLECTIONS  ON  THE  COINAGE  OF  THURIUM

In  1935  Sydney  P.  Noe  wrote,  “It  seems  strange  that  no  comprehensive  effort 
to  arrange  the  di-staters  of  Thurium  has  ever  been  published.  Perhaps  the  vast 
number  of  the  varieties  of  the  didrachms  is  a  deterrent  sufficient  to  explain  why  they 
have  not  been  given  the  attention  they  deserve,  but  this  condition  does  not  apply 
to  the  larger  denomination.”1  Surprisingly  enough,  in  the  forty  years  which  have 
followed  Noe’s  study  no  other  attempt  has  been  made  at  examining  this  rather 
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significant  coinage.  This  represents  a  great  loss,  for  besides  the  artistic  qualities  of  the 
Thurium  series  the  coinage  entails  a  great  historical  importance  as  well. 

The  coinage  of  Thurium  is  distinguished  for  a  twofold  significance.  Primarily, 
it  represents  the  direction  and  talents  of  Athenian  die-engravers  when  given  a 
free  hand.2  At  home  they  were  restricted  by  the  economic  necessity  of  keeping  the 
Athenian  tetradrachm  unchanged.  The  Thurium  coinage  represents  what  Athenian 
coinage  should  have  looked  like  if  it  would  have  been  allowed  to  develop  freely  along 
with  other  art  forms.  Secondly,  the  Thurium  type  of  the  helmeted  Athena  had  a 
tremendous  impact  on  south  Italian  coinage  in  general.  The  Thurium  Athena  was  so 
popular  as  to  have  been  copied  at  Neapolis,  Velia,  and  Heraclea.  In  this  way,  through 
its  introduction  at  Thurium,  the  helmeted  Athena  developed  into  a  major  south 
Italian  type. 

The  types  of  the  Thurium  staters  and  di-staters  may  also  reflect  the  political 
friction  between  Athens  and  Sparta.  It  has  been  suggested  that  when  the  pro- 
Athenian  faction  was  in  power  at  Thurium  the  helmet  of  Athena  was  decorated  with 
the  olive  wreath  such  as  on  the  coins  of  Athens.  After  the  disasterous  siege  of  Syracuse 
and  the  subsequent  decline  of  Athenian  power,  the  anti-Athenian  faction  assumed 
control  in  the  city  and  Athena’s  helmet  became  decorated  with  the  local  monster 
Scylla.3  Thurium  coinage  may  be,  therefore,  an  important  barometer  of  political 
activity  in  the  Western  Mediterranean.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  change 
in  style  was  more  outstanding  than  just  pertaining  to  the  type  of  decoration  on  the 
helmet :  the  bull  on  the  reverse  is  charging  instead  of  walking,  the  helmet  is  not  only 
adorned  with  Scylla  but  it  is  in  all  respects  more  ornate,  and  the  workmanship  is  more 
refined.  All  of  this  points  to  a  revolution,  if  not  political  then  cultural. 

For  a  variety  of  reasons  the  coinage  of  Thurium  is  both  historically  and  artistically 
important.  It  might  not  be  going  too  far  to  call  it  the  most  significant  Greek  coinage  of 
Italy.  The  coins  display  a  fine  workmanship  combining  Attic  salt  with  south  Italian 
delicacy  and  attention  to  detail.  The  bull  on  the  reverse  of  the  Thurium  coins  is 
considered  by  many  to  be  the  finest  representation  of  an  animal  in  the  entire  series  of 
Greek  coinage.  This  bull  was  most  likely  derived  from  that  on  the  coinage  of  ancient 
Sybaris.  The  Thurium  mint  is  also  noteworthy  for  its  long  series  of  double-units  or 
di-staters.  No  other  south  Italian  city  except  for  Rhegium  issued  silver  coins  of  such 
a  large  denomination.  Though  of  an  unquestioned  artistic  excellence  the  coinage  of 
Thurium  is  most  important  for  the  many  historical  insights  it  provides.  Why  this 
mint  has  not  been  studied  more  throughly  is  beyond  comprehension.  It  represents 
a  great  loss  and  one  which,  hopefully,  will  some  day  be  remedied.

SOME  NEGLECTED  SCANDINAVIAN  EVIDENCE 
FOR  THE  ORDERING  OF  THE  EARLY  TYPES  OF 

EDWARD  THE  CONFESSOR

Perhaps  the  largest  ever  Viking-age  coin-hoard  from  the  Swedish  mainland  is  that 
which  came  to  light  in  1880  at  Espinge  in  the  parish  of  Hurve  in  Skane  (SHM  Inv. 
6620).  More  than  8,000  whole,  cut  and  broken  coins  were  included,  as  well  as  a  num¬ 
ber  of  silver  ornaments  and  an  amount  of  hacksilver ,  and  the  proportion  of  English 
coins  was  unusually  large.  According  to  a  contemporary  listing,  the  latest  of  these

Anglo-Saxon  pennies  were  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  no  fewer  than  165  of  them 
being  distributed  over  the  first  three  issues  of  the  reign  as  follows : —

What  seems  not  before  to  have  been  appreciated  is  that  this  plethora  of  Pacx 
pennies  is  so  largely  responsible  for  the  distorted  representation  of  this  type  in  the 
pages  of  the  second  (1881)  edition  of  Bror  Emil  Hildebrand’s  Anglosachsiska  mynt.  In 
the  first  (1846)  edition  of  that  work  we  find  273  coins  of  Edward  the  Confessor 
divided  between  his  ten  substantive  types  as  follows : —

The  coins  concerned  derive  from  a  wide  range  of  hoards,  and  the  essential  pattern 
may  be  thought  to  receive  a  very  substantial  measure  of  endorsement  from  the 
figures  for  coin-hoards  from  the  territory  of  modern  Denmark  cited  by  Dr.  Georg 
Galster  ( SCBI  Copenhagen  I,  pp.  36-40).  The  hoards  concerned  are  his  nos.  77,  80, 
82, 85,  86,  91,  92,  95,  95 A,  96  and  97,  and  supply  the  following  totals : —

Even  more  striking,  perhaps,  is  the  essential  congruence  between  the  figures  in 
the  1846  edition  of  Anglosachsiska  mynt  and  those  furnished  by  a  total  of  231  pennies 
of  Edward  the  Confessor  preserved  in  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet  at  Stockholm  and  to 
which  individual  hoard-provenances  still  attach.  The  pattern  presented  is  this : —

It  could  well  be,  in  fact,  that  Danish  hoards  differ  from  Swedish  in  having 
Edward  the  Confessor’s  first  four  types  more  evenly  represented,  in  which  case  it  may 
not  be  altogether  a  coincidence  that  the  two  Swedish  hoards  which  seem  primarily 
responsible  for  the  very  different  balance  of  the  coins  recorded  in  the  1881  edition  of 
Anglosachsiska  mynt  are  both  from  Skane  (Scania),  the  southernmost  province  of 
modern  Sweden  and  before  the  second  half  of  the  seventeenth  century  an  integral 
part  of  Denmark.  The  figures  for  the  1881  edition  are  as  follows : —

and  at  once  it  appears  that  the  increases  in  the  figures  for  Pacx  (+184)  and  for 
Small  Flan  (+97)  are  disproportionately  large.  Broadly  speaking  the  figures  for  the 
other  types  present  in  quantity  in  the  1846  edition  have  doubled,  but  in  the  case 
of  Pacx  the  increase  is  one  of  the  order  of  well  over  600%  while  in  the  case  of  Small 
Flan  it  is  only  less  marked  at  just  under  500%. 
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Between  1846  and  1881,  however,  there  were  from  Skane  two  major  hoards  with 
an  Edward  the  Confessor  terminal  element  and  which  it  is  possible  to  show  were  in 
each  case  substantively  incorporated  into  the  Systematic  Collection  at  Stockholm. 
The  first  of  these  is  the  1847  discovery  from  Vanneberga  in  the  parish  of  Trolle- 
Ljungby  (SHM  Inv.  1373).  The  second  is  the  1880  find  from  Espinge  mentioned  at 
the  head  of  this  note.  In  the  table  that  follows  the  first  column  gives  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  coins  in  the  Systematic  Collection  at  Stockholm  between  1846  and 
1881,  the  second  and  third  the  number  of  coins  of  the  same  types  recorded  in  the 
contemporary  listings  of  the  two  hoards,  and  the  fourth  the  aggregate  of  the  figures  in 
the  second  and  third : —

Subsequent  subtraction  of  the  figures  in  the  last  column  from  those  in  the  first 
establishes  the  following  pattern  of  unprovenanced  accessions  to  the  Royal  Coin 
Cabinet  between  1846  and  1881  independent  of  those  from  Vanneberga  and  Espinge:

Especially  as  regards  the  five  ‘beardless’  types  which  alone  are  found  in  any 
quantity  in  Scandinavian  contexts — and  what  nicer  demonstration  of  the  economic 
significance  of  Edward  the  Confessor’s  1051  abolition  of  the  heregeld  ? — the  figures  in 
the  last  table  are  quite  remarkably  congruent  with  those  provided  by  the  273  coins  in 
the  1846  edition  of  Anglosachsiska  mynt,  and  also  by  the  231  coins  retaining  their 
individual  hoard-provenances  which  are  in  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet  today.  This  is 
brought  out  by  the  addition  of  the  figures  for  each  class  in  the  last  two  categories  and 
the  division  of  the  totals  by  two : —

so  that  it  is  really  only  necessary  to  suppose  that  between  1846  and  1881  there  was  in 
Sweden  at  least  one  hoard  large  enough  and  late  enough  to  have  contained  substantial 
numbers  of  pence  of  the  Expanding  Cross  and  Pointed  Helmet  issues,  but  not  otherwise 
atypical.  Such  a  find  in  fact  exists,  the  1866  discovery  at  Johannishus  in  Hjortsberga 
parish  in  Blekinge  (SHM  Inv.  3491),  but  this  is  not  the  place  to  digress  into  a 
discussion  of  the  exact  composition  of  a  hoard  concealed  perhaps  two  whole  genera¬ 
tions  after  Edward  the  Confessor’s  death. 

From  the  foregoing,  then,  it  seems  reasonable  to  conclude  (a)  that,  in  the  case  of 
the  Edward  the  Confessor  coins  at  least,  the  Anglo-Saxon  elements  in  the  1847 
Vanneberga  and  1881  Espinge  hoards  were  substantively  incorporated  into  the 
Systematic  Collection  at  Stockholm,  and  (b)  that  the  order  of  the  first  four  issues  of 
Edward  the  Confessor  is  indeed  Pacx,  Radiate  Small  Cross ,  Trefoil  Quadrilateral  and 
Small  Flan.  It  is  a  neat  reminder  of  the  price  that  English  numismatics  has  had  to 
pay  for  often  studied  ignorance  of  the  Scandinavian  hoard-evidence,  and  of  the  debt 
that  is  owed  to  Mr.  Peter  Seaby  whose  paper  of  twenty  years  ago  ( BNJ  XXVIII,  i 
1955),  pp.  111-146)  remains  cardinal.  There  could  not  be,  in  fact,  a  more  appropriate 
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coaa  to  that  paper  and  cadenza  to  this  note  than  the  following  tables  that  summarize 
the  position  which  emerges  from  an  analysis  of  seventeen  hoards  from  Denmark 
and  from  Southern  Sweden  recorded  by  Dr.  Galster  on  pp.  36-40  of  the  first  fascicle 
of  the  Copenhagen  Sylloge  and  where  we  can  be  reasonably  confident  that  we  know 
the  composition  of  the  Edward  the  Confessor  element.  The  first  column  records  Dr. 
Galster’s  running  number  for  the  find,  while  the  second  affords  an  indication  of  the 
total  number  of  coins  believed  to  have  been  present.  The  columns  giving  the  number 
of  coins  of  each  class  are  headed  by  the  letters  and  numerals  of  the  Hildebrand  and 
Brooke  classifications,  and  the  last  two  columns  supply  estimates  for  the  date  of 
deposition  suggested  by  the  present  writer  on  the  basis  of  the  English  coins  and  of  the 
non-Insular  coins  as  recorded  by  Skovmand  respectively  ( Aarboger  for  nor  disk 
OIdkyndighed  og  Historie  1942,  pp.  1-275).

As  regards  the  last  group  of  hoards,  too,  there  is  now  available  an  authoritative 
analysis  of  the  German  element  (G.  Hatz,  Handel  und  Verkher  zwischen  dem  Deutschen 
Reich  und  Sechwden  in  der  Spaten  Wikingerzeit ,  Stockholm,  1974).  The  exiguous 
German  content  doubtless  explains  why  the  latest  German  coin  in  88)  has  a  terminus 
post  quern  of  1027,  while  the  paucity  of  later  Anglo-Saxon  coins  in  98)  is  by  no  means 
inconsistent  with  the  presence  of  a  German  penny  to  be  dated  at  least  as  late  as  1068. 
A  little  more  surprising,  but  not  disturbing,  is  the  suggestion  that  83)  belongs  after 
and  not  before  1056,  but  ‘bearded’  coins  of  Edward  the  Confessor  are  so  rare  in 
Scandinavian  hoards  that  argumenta  a  silentio  founded  on  their  absence  are  likely  to 
be  particularly  fallacious.  What  does  emerge  from  the  tables,  though,  is  that  the 
sequence  of  Anglo-Saxon  coin- types  between  1042  and  the  middle  1050s  is  certain, 
and  fortunately  Insular  evidence  not  only  confirms  this  but  is  ample  and  decisive  for 
the  ordering  of  the  last  four  issues  of  the  reign.  It  only  remains  for  the  present  writer 
to  express  his  indebtedness  to  the  authorities  of  the  Swedish  and  Danish  coin¬ 
cabinets,  and  to  indicate  to  fellow-workers  in  the  field  that  he  has  almost  completed  a 
reconstruction  of  the  Edward  the  Confessor  element  in  the  Espinge  find,  and  is 
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hopeful  of  doing  the  same  for  the  Vanneberga  hoard.  In  both  cases  the  totality  of  the 
coins  concerned  appear  to  have  been  incorporated  into  the  Systematic  Collection  and 
so  figure  in  the  pages  of  the  1881  edition  of  Anglosachsiska  mynt ,  and  fortunately  the 
marrying  of  the  actual  coins  and  the  archive  material  is  very  considerably  facilitated 
by  the  markedly  different  patinations  that  are  characteristic  of  the  two  finds. 

THIRTY  YEARS  ON

Somebody  once  said  that  a  little  nostalgia,  at  discreet  intervals,  is  good  for  the 
mind — it  enables  one  to  understand  if  not  appreciate  the  present  situation.  But  it  was 
not  for  that  purpose  that  I  reached  for  the  first  of  twenty-nine  red-bound  volumes 
which  occupy  a  shelf  of  my  library — all  labelled  Seaby’s  Coin  &  Medal  Bulletin  (it 
was,  in  fact,  to  refer  to  the  article  on  Short-Cross  pennies). 

However,  after  making  the  necessary  notes,  I  chanced  to  turn  to  the  front  of  the 
volume — Bulletin  No.  339,  for  December  1945.  I  realised  that  this  was  just  about 
thirty  years  ago — the  war  was  just  over,  and  I  (like  many  others)  was  still  serving 
in  the  armed  forces. 

The  first  thing  to  catch  my  eye  was  item  G449B,  on  page  6 — Victoria  pattern  or 
proof  five  pound  piece,  1839  (“Una  and  the  lion”),  price  £105.  This  prompted  me  to 
compare  the  list  with  that  of  September  1975,  which  had  just  arrived.  Apart  from 
noting  the  very  large  number  of  items  offered  in  1945,  the  main  features  of  comparison 
are,  of  course,  the  prices.  How  undervalued  coins  and  medals  were  in  those  days! 
If  only  one  had  had  the  foresight  to  have  raised  every  penny  possible  and  to  have 
bought  every  unsold  item  in  that  list!  It  is  noteworthy  how  many  of  these  coins  also 
appear  in  the  September  1975  list,  and  the  following  selection  will  emphasise  the

(We  wonder  if  there  is  a  mistake  here,  despite  the  fact  that  the  1975  item  is  described 
as  “hallmarked  1892.  In  official  case.”) 

How  times  have  changed!  Just  after  the  war,  all  three  London  medal  dealers  could 
always  offer  a  choice  of  at  least  a  dozen  Naval  General  Service  medals  with  bar, 
Syria,  at  one  time  at  7s.  6d.,  rising  slowly  to  15s.  I  remember  turning  down  one 
NGS  medal  with  bar,  Trafalgar,  at  £4  15s.  because  the  other  two  dealers  each  priced 
their  “Trafalgar”  medals  at  £4  5s. 

But  enough  of  this  nostalgia.  Despite  what  the  sage  may  have  said,  it  only  makes 
the  older  collectors  sad  and  the  younger  ones  either  jealous  or  furious. 

Let  us  end  on  a  happier  note,  and  place  on  record  the  enormous  amount  of  benefit 
and  enjoyment  which  have  come  from  those  twenty-nine  volumes  (with  the  hope 
that  they  will  swell  to  many  more).  Not  only  the  articles — and  what  a  boon  the 
cumulative  indices  are  (only  one  more  volume  until  the  next  one  is  due) — but  also 
the  excellent  photographs,  with  their  corresponding  text,  of  coins  and  medals  for  sale, 
are  a  wonderful  source  of  numismatic  knowledge.  One  cannot  too  strongly  urge 
collectors — and  especially  the  less  experienced  ones — to  study  not  only  their  coins, 
but  also  books  and  dealers’  publications  such  as  this  Bulletin.  This,  together  with 
similar  journals  of  two  or  three  other  numismatic  firms,  has  been  one  of  my  most 
useful  sources  of  reference  and  knowledge  for  thirty  years,  and  I  gladly  and  sincerely 
acknowledge  my  debt  to  the  publishers.

Gold  200  Mohur.  I  was  interested  in  the  reference  to  the  200  Mohur  piece  of  the  Mughal 
Emperor  Shah  Jahan  on  page  81  of  the  March  Bulletin.  In  the  Numismatic  Chronicle ,  1930,  pp. 
199  ff.,  there  is  an  article  on  Some  Notable  Coins  of  Mughal  Emperors  by  R.  B.  Whitehead. 
On  page  212  of  that  article,  there  is  a  reference  to  a  bronze  gilt  cast  of  the  200  mohur  piece  of 
Shah  Jahan  in  the  Hunter  Coin  Cabinet,  acquired  during  William  Hunter’s  lifetime,  that  is 
before  1783.  It  is  still  preserved  in  the  Hunter  Coin  Cabinet. — (Prof.)  Anne  S.  Robertson.

The  Aledallic  History  of  Imperial  Rome  from  the  first  triumvirate  under  Pompey,  Cras- 
sus  and  Caesar  to  the  removal  of  the  Imperial  seat  by  Constantine  the  Great.  By  William 
Cooke,  1781. 

This  book  is  published  in  two  volumes  by  J.  Dodsley  of  Pall  Mall,  London  and  contains 
10  +  507  +  502  pages  together  with  61  plates  illustrating  some  1,200  coins.  It  has  been  pro¬ 
duced  under  the  patronage  of  His  Grace,  Henry  Duke  of  Beaufort,  to  whom  the  study  is 
dedicated,  and  by  the  further  assistance  of  184  prior  subscriptions  from  160  listed  subscribers 
including  a  number  of  College  Libraries  at  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

William  Cooke  died  while  the  book  was  in  press  and  was  thus  unable  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of 
his  labours.  His  study  combines  a  sound  knowledge  of  classical  literature  with  a  good  under¬ 
standing  of  numismatics  and  is,  as  the  author  states,  a  Medallic  History  of  Rome  rather  than  a 
history  of  Roman  medals.  A  substantial  body  of  the  numismatic  material  used  to  illustrate 
his  history  has  been  provided  from  the  substantial  collection  by  Thomas,  Earl  of  Pembroke 
and  Montgomery!.  The  author  also  draws  sparingly  upon  material  previously  published  by 
Goltzius  in  his  ‘Fasti  Consulates’  and  illustrates  some  70  coins  therefrom.  In  Goltzius’  study 
the  Roman  Republican  families  were  given  the  status  of  ‘Consul’  largely  on  the  insistence  of 
his  patron,  Marc  Laurinus.  Republican  coins  were  more  accurately  described  as  ‘Coins  of  the  , 
families’  in  the  slightly  earlier  study  by  Fulvius  Ursinus,  Patin,  who  had  access  to  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  the  Elector  Palatine,  when  re-publishing  the  series,  was  inclined  to  condemn  as  false 
most  coin  types  not  personally  verified  and  is  considered  by  Cooke  to  have  been  somewhat 
excessive  in  this  seal. 

Among  many  rare  coins  illustrated  by  Cooke  one  may  note  the  Aureus  of  Augustus  ‘De 
Parthis’  with  headress  and  bow  reverse  (x,  16),  Aurei  of  Domiia  (XXVI,  2),  Plotina  (XXX,  7), 
Trajan  Pater  (XXX,  14)  and  Aelius  (XXXIII,  6);  a  group  of  Alexandrian  coins  struck  by 
Zenobia  (LIII,  6-8);  Antoniniani  of  Amandus  (LVIII,  12)  and  Martinian  (LXI,  6);  a  facing 
bust  Aureus  of  Maxentius  (LXI,  1)  and  copper  coins  of  the  same  period  struck  by  Romulus 
(LX,  19)  and  Alexander  (LX,  15-16). 

Two  passages,  one  concerning  Valuation  and  the  other  relating  to  Forgeries,  deserve 
quotation.  They  appear  on  pages  xxxii  IT. : 

(A)  Medals  in  general  become  more  valuable  principally  from  their  rarity,  for  the  metal 
is  of  small  consideration.  Hence  arises  the  estimation  of  an  Otho,  a  Nerva,  a  Pertinax,  a  Niger, 
a  Didius  Julianus,  the  Two  Gordians  of  Africa  etc.  For  their  reigns  were  short,  and  conse¬ 
quently  few  coins  of  them  were  struck.  Yet  there  are  other  circumstances  which  greatly  en¬ 
hance  the  value  of  a  medal :  as  the  Antiquity  of  it ;  the  having  two  or  more  Heads  stamped 
upon  it;  the  Goodness  of  the  Master  (and  the  best  Masters  were  from  Nero  to  Pertinax);  the 
high  Preservation  of  it ;  the  Size ;  and  the  Erudition  or  the  Singularity  of  the  Reverse. 

(B)  The  Debasement  of  the  Coin  was  a  capital  crime;  yet  there  were  many  instances  of 
it;  for  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  them  of  iron  or  brass  within,  and  covered  with  a  thin  plate 
of  silver.  Marc  Antony,  in  his  Triumvirate,  is  said  to  have  been  quilty  of  this  mean  fraud. 
This  gave  occasion  to  the  notching  of  the  edges  of  them  with  a  file,  by  way  of  trial.  And  hence 
we  have  the  ‘Nummi  Serrati’. 

Pliny  the  elder  (lib.  XXXIII,  cap.  9  ad  finem)  tells  of  statues  raised  to  the  honour  of 
Marius  Gratidianus,  for  having  found  out  a  method  of  distinguishing  between  genuine  and 
false  coins);  a  discovery  extremely  agreeable  to  the  People.  So  very  ancient  were  frauds  of 
this  kind.  Indeed  some  persons  laid  up  these  counterfeits  as  curiosities;  and  it  is  by  the  same 
author  remarked  as  somewhat  extraordinary,  that  a  false  Denarius  should  be  purchased  at  the  t 
expense  of  many  that  were  genuine.  But  impositions  of  this  sort  were  not  confirmed  to  the 
Ancients;  for  when  Learning  revived,  at  the  Reformation,  and  many  persons  were  forming 
collections  of  Ancient  Medals;  others,  instigated  by  the  hope  of  gain,  began,  to  invent  and 
counterfeit  them;  but  the  Inventors  were  the  more  pernicious  Set  of  Men,  because  they  im¬ 
posed  false  testimonies  upon  the  world,  while  the  latter  were  but  copiers  of  those  that  were 
true.  Such  was  William  du  Choul,  who  lived  about  two  hundred  and  forty  years  ago,  and  was 
one  of  the  first  virtuosos  that  wrote  upon  the  monuments  of  Greece  and  Rome.  In  this  book 
‘of  Religion  of  the  old’  Romans,  he  printed  the  stamps  of  two  medals  of  Agrippa,  which  were 
undoubtedly  false.  The  first  was  of  Great  Brass,  with  the  Pantheno  for  the  reverse;  the  other 
of  silver,  with  a  Neptune  for  the  reverse,  drawn  by  two  Sea-horses,  with  the  legend  aequoris 
hic  omnipotens.  His  contemporary,  Anthony  Lepois,  who  wrote  in  French  very  amply  on 
the  subject  of  Medals,  has  cited  several  others  of  the  same  kind,  as  a  Scipio  Africanus  of 
Brass,  the  Pons  Aelius  on  a  reverse  of  Hadrian,  and  a  Pescennius  Niger  of  Gold,  which  have 
not  been  met  with  since.  T.  Annius  of  Viterbo,  besides  medals,  framed  inscriptions  of  his  own 
imagination,  and  buried  them  in  convenient  places,  that,  when  they  should  have  contracted 
the  appearance  of  antiquity,  he  might  produce  and  dispose  of  them,  as  he  did  of  his  ‘Berosus’ 
etc.  The  same  abuse  of  describing  false  Coins  for  true,  is  also  said  to  be  in  Guevara’s  epistles, 
in  Jovius  Pontanus’s  Venditionis  Formula,  in  Pompeius  Lactus’s  Will,  in  Joh.  Carriers,  in  Cyr. 
Anconitanus,  called  the  Antiquary,  and  the  Promptuarum  Iconum,  by  which  two  last,  many 
Authors,  particularly  the  Spanish,  have  been  deceived.  In  the  Pembrokian  collection,  there 
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are  copies  of  several  of  these  fictitious  coins;  as  King  Priam,  with  the  Grecian  fleet  before  Troy 
for  the  reverse;  Artemisia  with  the  Mausoleum;  Marcellus  with  the  Amphitheatre;  Artemisia 
with  the  Mausoleum;  Marcellus  with  the  Amphitheatre;  two  of  Otho  in  Great  Brass,  the  one 
with  an  Adlocution,  the  other  with  an  Italia;  a  Scipio  Africanus  triumphant;  a  Cicero  with 
Minerva,  as  we  see  it  in  the  Variorum  edition  of  the  Epistolae  ad  Familiares  by  Graevius;  a 
Virgil  with  Maecenas;  a  Cataline;  an  Aesop;  a  Julius  Caesar  with  Britannia;  and  many  more. 
Of  the  same  sort  are  those  which  bear  the  heads  of  great  Republican  Leaders  and  Philosophers, 
and  all  that  have  moral  sentances. 

The  Counterfeiters  were  Carteron  the  Dutchman,  Victor  Gambello,  Giovanni  del  Cavino, 
and  his  son,  called  the  Paduans,  Benevento  Ceileni,  Alexander  and  Giovan  Jacapo,  his 
brother  Sebastian  Plumbo,  Valerius  de  Vicenza,  Gorlaeus  etc.  These  were  the  most  eminent 
workmen,  who,  with  exquisite  art  and  taste,  endeavoured  to  imitate  the  antique  while  they 
copied  from  the  true  medals,  and  their  copies  in  many  instances  excel  the  originals.  There  are 
great  numbers  of  their  medals,  which  pass  under  the  common  denomination  of  ‘Paduan’.  To 
distinguish  them,  the  following  observations  should  be  attended  to. 

The  Genuineness  of  medals  will  appear,  I.  From  the  Field,  which  should  be  smooth,  for 
a  roughness  and  marks  of  the  Sand  in  which  they  were  cast,  are  commonly  to  be  remarked  in 
counterfeits,  II.  There  is  also  a  manifest  difference  in  the  Formation  of  the  Letters,  for  the 
Antique  are  never  so  uniform,  nor  so  sharp  and  forked.  The  letter  ‘M’  particularly,  as  Mr. 
Walker  observes,  is  made  straight  down,  whereas  the  strokes  of  the  genuine  are  always  thus, 
oblique  M,  and  the  sculpture  is  perceptibly  modern.  III.  From  the  Edges,  where,  in  the 
Counterfeits,  the  marks  of  the  File  may  generally  be  discovered,  and  more  especially  where 
the  metal  entered  the  mould.  IV.  But  chiefly  from  the  Colour  of  the  Varnish,  which  is  either 
Blue,  or  Green,  or  a  reddish  Brown.  This  colour,  contracted  by  Age,  is  inimitable.  The  green 
varnish,  made  use  of  by  falsifiers,  is  bright  and  glaring,  that  a  little  experience  will  easily 
distinguish  it. 

To  these  Marks,  the  French  author  of  ‘A  Treatise  of  the  Revenue  and  False  Money  of  the 
Romans’,  adds,  that  the  counterfeit  medals  of  Great  Brass,  called  ‘The  Paduans’,  are  generally 
of  a  flank  less  thick  than  are  the  Antique;  nor  so  worn  and  corroded  as  the  others;  the  Letters 
look  modern;  the  varnish  is  black,  greasy,  shining,  and  soft  upon  pricking  it;  whereas  the 
Antique  is  clearly  bright,  and  hard  as  the  metal.  They  are  always  circular;  but  the  Antique  are 
scarce  ever  so  regularly  round,  especially  since  the  reign  of  Trajan.  All  the  medallions,  from 
Julius  Caesar  to  Hadrian,  are  much  suspected.  There  is  but  a  small  number  of  them  genuine, 
and  only  to  be  met  with  in  the  choicest  cabinets. 

The  first  point  of  knowledge  to  be  acquired,  says  he,  is  that  of  the  Character  or  Form  of 
the  Letters.  For  howsoever  a  medal  be  counterfeited,  whether  it  be  of  modern  coining,  cast 
upon  an  Antique  or  Modern,  touched  over  again,  or  struck  with  the  hammer,  the  Letters  are 
always  False;  and  whereas  most  antique  medals,  except  those  of  gold,  are  very  much  worn, 
the  ‘Paduan’  appear  in  all  their  beauty.  An  imposition  is  not  so  easy  in  gold  or  silver,  as  in 
Brass,  where  the  mastich  and  false  varnish  will  conceal  and  cover  its  defects.  The  cracks  on 
the  edges  of  genuine  medals  have  been  sometimes  counterfeited  on  false  coins.  These  should 
be  nicely  examined  on  both  sides,  whether  the  crack  be  equal  and  uniform  in  its  shape,  whether 
it  be  naturally  winding,  and  gradually  lessening  till  it  end  in  certain  scarce  perceptible  fila¬ 
ments.  But  if  the  crack  be  broad  and  straight,  it  is  certainly  false.  Another  method  of  trying 
medals  is,  to  compare  them  with  the  ‘bustos’;  when,  if  both  be  really  antique,  they  should  not 
fail  mutually  to  confirm  and  justify  each  others. 

Some  medals,  which  have  been  almost  consumed  by  time,  have  been  restored  by  working 
them  over  again,  and  re-engraving  the  worn  figures;  but  this  is  discovered  by  the  middle 
being  more  hollow  than  the  edges.  Others  have  been  re-stamped,  when  worn  on  one  or  both 
sides.  If  on  one  side  only,  they  lay  a  felt  under  the  other  to  save  it  from  the  violence  of  the 
strokes;  notwithstanding  which,  that  side  will  be  flat  and  battered,  while  the  other  is  fresh 
and  rough.  And  if  both  sides  be  new  stamped,  the  traits  will  be  crude  and  apparent.  On 
others,  new  medals  have  been  stamped,  by  which  means  most  of  the  modern  have  been  made. 

There  remains  only  one  fraud  to  be  taken  notice  of,  which  is  practised  by  separating  the 
two  sides  or  tables  of  a  medal,  by  sawing  it  down  the  middle  with  a  very  thin  file,  and  then 
soldering  to  one  of  them  a  different  head  or  Reverse,  which  perhaps  was  struck  in  another 
reign,  and  by  a  different  master.  But  if  this  cannot  be  otherwise  distinguished,  it  certainly 
will  be  by  a  nice  observation  of  the  edge;  for  the  solder  being  silver,  it  will  manifest  itself  by  a 
fine  silver  thread  continued  round.  Amongst  the  coins  whose  different  sides  have  been  thus 
soldered  together,  those  of  the  Emperor  Philip,  and  Otacilia  Scvera,  are  particularly  noted. 

The  style  of  Cooke’s  writing  may  sound  a  little  old  fashioned  and  his  reference  to  publi¬ 
cations  and  coin  collections  may  be  unfamiliar.  However,  truth  does  not  change  though 
emphasis  on  particular  aspects  in  a  field  of  study  may  vary  front  time  to  time,  Cooke’s  com¬ 
ments  on  coin  valuations  and  on  forgeries  remain  as  valid  today  as  when  he  wrote  them  two 
centuries  ago.  In  1781  William  Cooke,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  Enford  in  Wiltshire  and  Rector  of 
Oldbury  and  Didmarton  in  Gloucestershire  completed  this  study  which  was  brought  to 
publication  by  his  son  in  the  same  year . .

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USHER  GALLERY,  LINCOLN:  OPENING  OF  A  NEW  COIN  GALLERY 

On  Thursday  11  March  a  new  coin  display  room  was  opened  at  the  Usher  Gallery,  Lincoln 
by  Mr.  Christopher  Blunt,  O.B.E.,  F.S.A.  The  coin  room  has  been  specially  built  to  house  the 
large  collection  of  Anglo-Saxon  and  Norman  coins  of  the  Lincoln  and  Stamford  mints  pre¬ 
sented  by  Sir  Francis  Hill  in  1974.  The  coins  displayed  tell  the  story  of  the  British  coinage 
over  two  thousand  years  from  the  Iron  Age  to  the  present  day  decimal  pieces.  In  addition  to  the 
coins  in  the  Hill  collection,  coins  from  the  various  museums  that  form  part  of  the  County 
Museum  Service  are  on  display  especially  from  the  City  and  County  Museum  and  the  Usher 
Gallery,  Lincoln  and  the  Grantham  Museum.  Many  of  the  numerous  coin  hoards  that  have 
been  dug  up  in  the  county  are  on  display. 

The  other  local  sections  are : 

(a)  Gold  and  silver  coins  issued  by  the  local  Celtic  Iron  Age  tribe,  the  Coritani. 

(b)  Silver  coins  struck  at  the  Lincoln,  Stamford  and  Torksey  mints  during  the  Anglo-Saxon 
and  Norman  periods. 

(c)  The  series  of  copper  and  brass  traders’  tokens  issued  in  most  of  the  towns  and  villages 
between  1645  and  1670. 

(d)  Copper  and  silver  tokens  issued  in  the  late  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries. 

(e)  An  extensive  collection  of  medals  made  to  commemorate  the  opening  of  buildings, 
coronation  and  peace  celebrations  and  as  prizes  in  Exhibitions  and  shows. 

(f)  Examples  of  the  work  of  the  Austrian  medallist  Arthur  Lowenthal  who  settled  in  Lincoln 
in  the  1930’s. 

There  will  be  more  than  3000  coins  on  display  in  cases  which  have  been  specially  designed 
to  allow  close  examination  of  the  designs  and  detail  of  the  individual  pieces.  It  is  probably  the 
largest  display  of  coins  available  to  the  general  public  in  the  provinces.

This  publication  on  gold  covers  some  seventeen  aspects  of  the  metal,  of  which  those  of 
most  interest  to  the  numismatist  are:  (1)  Mineralogy  and  geochemistry,  in  which  electrum 
and  Kustelite-— an  aurian  silver  containing  up  to  50%  gold — are  mentioned,  (2)  Resources, 
which  deals  with  the  location  and  working  of  the  more  important  gold  occurrences  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  (3)  Uses — as  tablets  or  tola  bars,  as  Krugerrands  which  are  current  and 
legal  tender  coin  in  South  Africa,  and  as  five  and  two  pound  pieces,  sovereigns  and  half- 
sovereigns  which  are  current  coin  and  legal  tender  in  the  United  Kingdom  under  the  Coinage 
Act,  1971,  2(i)a.  Of  counterfeit  coins  it  is  said:  “There  are,  however,  34  types  of  sovereign 
which  are  known  to  exist  in  counterfeit  form,  some  of  standard  weight  and  22  carat  fineness, 
a  few  even  of  greater  purity,  but  many  are  seriously  impure”.  How  easy  it  would  be  for  the 
bullion  merchant,  coin  dealer  and  numismatist  if  only  this  number  of  types  existed.  In  fact, 
there  are  more  than  500  known  varieties  of  counterfeits  and  probably  many  more  not  yet 
identified.  In  addition,  in  25  years  of  dealing  with  thousands  of  counterfeit  sovereigns,  I 
know  of  none  of  greater  purity  than  that  allowed  under  the  Coinage  Act,  viz.,  916.6  ±2.0  parts 
per  1,000.  The  section  on  ancient  and  traditional  uses  gives  an  excellent  resume  of  the  history 
of  gold  coinage,  especially  in  Britain.  The  amount  of  information  contained  in  this  book  is 
good  value  for  its  cost.  Unfortunately,  it  will  not  be  contained  in  the  book  for  long :  the  binding 
leaves  so  much  to  be  desired  that  pages  come  out  or  become  loose  every  time  the  book  is  used. —

An  entry  in  the  Squadron 
Record  Book  states: 

“The  formation  was  attacked  after  bombing  Mons  by 
30  Fokker  biplanes  and  Pfalz  scouts  on  the  return 
journey  between  Mons  and  the  line.  Four  enemy 
aircraft  were  shot  down  and  five  machines  are 
missing.  Lt.  Mulhall  (Pilot)  and  Lt.  Pritchard  (Obs) 
are  believed  to  have  gone  down  in  flames.” 

Mulhall  survived  and  was  listed  as  unemployed  in 
1919.  After  the  war  he  entered  the  Civil  Service 
and  retired  in  1954  from  his  post  as  Group  Officer  at 
the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment,  Ministry  of  Supply 
at  Farnborough.  His  I.S.M.  is  gazetted  in  L.G.  of 
24.8.1954.
